Details of the horrible affair were 
not recounted to Mr. Stevens who 
received the first word 
through a 
telephone communication. 
The ex­ 
plosion occurred in the home which 
was virtually wrecked. 
Mrs. Emma 
Willcutt, sister of Mrs. Stevens, was 
burned and otherwise injured and her 
ten-year-old 
son, David, 
was in­ 
stantly killed. 
Another son, H arri­ 
son Willcutt, was horribly burned, 
and may not survive. 
There 
are 
seven children in the family. 


Mr. Stevens was deeply 
grieved 
over the affair and an added pathetic 
chapter was the fact that Mrs. Stev­ 
ens was in ’Indianapolis today and 
up until a late hour this afternoon 
could not be located to be apprised 
of the dire calamity. 
Mr. Steven» 
spent several 
hours in a 
fruitless 
search, but could 
not leave 
here, 
fully expecting ever}7 minute to lo­ 
cate his wife, and that she could 
make some directions about making 
some 
disposition of 
their adopted 
son while both would hurry to the 
home of sorrow.

His presence of 
inind and the prompt assistance of 
his wife saved him from burning to 
death. 
In picking up the stove Bowne’s 
clothing became soaked with gasoline 
and the flames reached him before he 
had time to throw the stove frqm 
him. 
Instead of 
running 
out of 
doors, as firemen say most persons 
do when their clothing is afire, Bowne 
dropped to the floor and shouted to 
his wife. 
Mrs. Bowne 
rushed 
from 
the 
room, procured two heavy blankets 
and threw them over her 
husband. 
With the blankets she smothered the 
fire, though not until 
after it had 
caused several wounds on 
Bowne’s 
face and neck. A doctor and the fire 
department were called. The firemen 
had little difficulty in extinguishing 
the fire that had started. The doctor 
said that Bowne’s 
burns 
were not 
likely to result seriously.

Indications are that thousands of 
New York citizens who subscribe to 
Julius Caesar’s method of marking 
the day s, took part in the celebration 
of the Christmas of the Julian calen­ 
dar. 
For day s the preparation for 
the festival have been going forward, 
and all day y esterday and today 
groups of merry -makers 
and wor­ 
shippers have thronged the foreign 
quarters of the East Side. 
The celebrants include a . goodly 
proportion of the population of the 
city —Russians, Greeks, Armenians, 
Poles, Sy rians, Servians, Bulgarians, 
Montenegrins, Vlachs, and numerous 
sects enrolled in the Eastern Catho­ 
lic Church, which involves religious 
communities many and divers. 
In numerous 
parts of the East 
Side and West Side districts, made 
up of small stores, 
where curious 
goods 
are 
sold, 
tawdry 
saloons 
squalid little cafes whose ignoble ex­ 
teriors give little indication of ml the 
life and color within, and in forbid­ 
ding brick tenements, the anniversa­ 
ry of the birth of Christ was marked 
by all the ceremony and all the mer­ 
ry making of our own celebration two 
weeks ago. 
Of course the functions differed 
materially in kind, but as to degree 
there was 
much of that 
uplifting 
spirit of fraternity and generosity 
associated with the highest concep­ 
tions of the season as we know it. 
Presents were 
given and received, 
good wishes were exchanged; theVe 
was ftoasting, and services were held 
at the various places of worship. 
In lower Washington street, which 
long ago fell into disuse save as a 
thoroughfare for trucks, the shamb­ 
ling tenements of faded red brick 
were brightened by flags and stream- 
J ers, by illuminated legends, while the 
sidewalks 
were 
filled 
with gay ly 
dressed Sy rian and Armenian fami­ 
lies on their way to service in the 
Armenian church 
on West Forty - 
first street. 
The little cafes which 
abound here were for the most part 
deserted, but by early afternoon the 
sterner 
sex of the 
colony amply 
atoned for their morning sacrifice of 
good cheer. 


The Greeks made more of the day 
I than any of the other races. 
For 
forty day s they had fasted. In that 
time they had eaten neither the flesh 
of beast nor fish; they had eaten no 
eggs, except fish eggs, which as ev­ 
ery one 
knows, 
are 
caviar; 
and 
cheese was alsa abjured. 
Their die­ 
tary staples, thus, were olives, beans, 
caviar, bread and crackers. 
It may be gathered that not a few 
of the ordinary good livers among 
the Greeks along Sixth avenue, be­ 
tween Twenty -eighth and Forty -sec­ 
ond 
streets, 
had 
begun to “look 
gauntly ” toward this day of feasting 
as early as two weeks ago. 
There 
were some, indeed, sad to tell, who, 
» attracted by the preparations in the 
restaurants of their country men, fell 
before the good day came. At least 
so it was told with bated breath to­ 
day . 
And, as was also explained, 
the fact that they were going about 
among their fellows — utterly dis­ 
countenanced — declaring that they
